Alderman’ Curtis has always been a's 


strong advocate of popular vote. He 
has spoken on the floor of council a 
hnuigber of times along that line. and: 
has taken the position that it is better 
for the people to elect city officers at 
the ballot box than for a majority of 
council to elect. He has made the point 
that thirteen votes, a majority of coun- 
cil, can name the city officers, and that 
under a practice which has been 
adopted by council as many as three 
members can name a city ward physi- 
clan. He has stated that the council 
elections are not virtually held in pub- 
lic as prescribed by ordinance, but are 
settled in caucuses by a secret ballot. 

Some twenty years ago all the city 
ministerial offices were. filled by the 
city council or by the boards. A change 
Was made and nearly all the offices 
were made elective by the. people, 
there being a very few exceptions, 
which included the recorder and the 
assessors. From time to time a sec- 
ond change was made, and some of the 
offices were put back under control of 
the council. Those now elective by the 
people are: City engineer, superintend- 
ent of public works, city attorney, 
city tax collector and city sexton. 

Recently Mayor Joyner asked council 
to place the offices of superintendent 
of public works and city engineer un- 
der conirol of the council. 

Alderman Curtis took issue with the 
mayor and several members of council], 
and the result was his resolution which 
was adopted by the city executive com- 
mittee allowing the people to vote on 
the question at the primary next Wea- 
nesday. He made out a list of offices 
to be voted upon, and they are’ em- 
braced in the resolution adopted. 


Text of Resolution. 


That resolution will be printed in full 
on tife primary ballot, and is as follows: 


Resolved, That the qualified voters of this 
primary be given an opportunity to express 
their choice as to whether or not they desire 
that the following city officials shall be elect- 
ed by popular vote of qualified voters of this 
city in ajl future municipal elections, to wit: 

City clerk, city marshal, general manage? 
and secretary of t city water works de- 
partment, city re. “er, comptroller, city 
building inspector, “@ity electrician. superin- 
tendent public schools, chief of the fire de- 
partment, street improvement collector, city 
warder, city tax assessors, ward physicians, 
health officer, city license tnspector. 

It is therefore ordered that the words ‘‘For 
popular vote to elect’’ and ‘‘Against popular 
vote to elect’’ be printed on the official bal- 
lota to be voted in thie primary, and each 
voter will have the opportunity, if he so 
chooses, to express his choice by erasing only 
the clause against his option. These questions 
are to be treated only as advisory to the 
general city council of Atlanta and the mem- 
bers of the legislature from Fulton county, 
“Georgia, and are not mandatory.

Act That Was Used. 


The statute upon which the case was 
brought out is, es stated, a senate bill 
approved last March. As it did not be- 
come operative until July |, it was not 
included in the application of the rajl- 
roads for a restraining order by th 
United States court and is not affected 
Jones declaring the railroad rate liti- 
gation act for revocation of license in- 
valid.

Railroads Not Napping. 


Were the railroads caught napping? 
is a question risked today. An attor- 
ney of several leading lines said today 
that they were not. They knew of the 
features of the bill and paid the license 
tax of $5 for the rest of the year with 
the understanding that in such action 
they were not agreeing to the provisions 
of the meastre or relinquishing any 
rights that they might have by £0 doing. 
They paid the money with the reserva- 
tion that it was accepted as a police 
regulation and nothing more and in no 
sense ‘impaire@ their right to do busl- 
ness in such way and in such courts as 
they see fit. 

Hence it seems that the railroads an- 
ticipateqg the invalidity. of the act and 
will wait until some overt action is 
taken by the state to resist it. This 
will likely come in the arrest of some 
officer or employee of the system for 
continuing to do business in the state 
after authority is revoked. In that case 
remedy would .fe In an application to 
some court, state or federal, for injunc- 
tion to hold things tn statu quo until 
the courts could decide the validity of 
the regulation. This course will take 
place somewhere on the line of the 
road. 

It is not at all unlikely that the United 
States court will get into the game even 
if action in contempt proceedings are 
not brought, It may hold that the act 
is in spirit a violation of the revocation 
bill that Judge Thomas G. Jones has 
declared illegal. The effect would be 
to deprive the Southern Railway of the 
right of doing business !n the State, a 
thing that was contemplated if the 
other revocation act was allowed to 
stand, and it is thought that the princt- 
ple might apply that this ts in violation 
of the spirit of the act restrained and 
result in action by the federal courts 
if the railroad so desired. 

But there is nothing new just now. 
The jetter of Secretary of State Julian 
to the clerk of the court at Talladega 
did not leave his office until last even- 
ing and for that reason he did not give 
out the information until this morning. 
He said today that as a matter of fact 
there was no result of the action until 
this letter went back to the Talladega 
court, although the license was revoked 
on the day the case was transferred, 
July 29.

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HIGH MARRIAGE FEES 


DISLIKED BY SENATE 


Members of the Upper House Agree With Presi- 
dent, and Refuse to Raise the Price of 
Marriage Licenses in Georgia. 


At the session of the senate yester- 
day morning an interesting debate was 
precipitated. by a bill introduced by 
Senator Gordy, placing all marriage 
licenses at $2 instead of $1.50, or $1.75 
as it now is in several counties. Sen- 
ator Hayes introduced an amendment to 
the effect that the licenses should cost 


only $1.50. 

(Quite a number of the senators placed 
themselves on record as being in har- 
mony with the views of President 
Roosevelt the question of “race 
suicide,” and in eloquent speeches 
pleaded that the license fee be placed 
at $1.50 so that no impediment e 
placed in the way of any young man 
who had an ambition to become a 
benedict. 

Senator Hayes said that he was in 
harmony-+with the views of Mr. Roose- 
velt, and that he wanted all the young 
men to get married who so desired. 
Senator Knight pleaded for the unmar- 
ried members of the senate, and urged 
the adoption of the amendment. Others 
who spoke tin favor of the amendment 
were Senators Peacock and Camp. At 
this point Senator Gordon moved that 
his bill be tabled, and by a close vote, 
in which the presiding officer par- 
ticipated, the bill was tabled, and the 
regular routine of the senate con- 
tinued. 

The house bill by Mr. Candler, which 
Senator Hardman introduced in the 
senate, mar‘ag the salaries of the ap- 
pelate court judges $4,000 a year, and 
providing for an annual contingent 
fund of $1,200, was passed. 

The bill introduced by Senator WIIlif- 
ford, making it a misdemeanor to have 
in one’s possession a pistol or weapon 
at a public meeting of any description, 
was also passed. For a number of 
veafs the law has been to “carry” a 
pistol to.a gathering of any description, 
and many offenders have escaped pun- 
ishment because it was not proved that 
they “carried” the weapon to the gath- 
ering. The bill of Senator Williford 
inserts the clause: “Or have in his pos- 
session at.”

By the bare majority of one there was 
& quorum present in the house on Fri- 
day and with that status of affairs very 
little was attempted or accomplished. 

The house set for special order the bill

The Whitley Drug Bill.

$1,050,000 CIVEN 
TO THe SUHUULS 


Appropriation Committe Recom- 
mends Increase for'O8 and U9, 


TECH WILL GET $60,000. 


President Matheson Asked Appro- 
priations Committee for $70,000. 
Common Schools of Georgia 
to Get $2,000,000 in 1908, 
Changes in Pension 
Appropriations, 


At the meeting of the appropriations 
committee yesterday afternoon, upon 
the motion of Representative Holder, 
of Jackson, it was decided to recommend 
in the appropriation bill the 8Sum of 
$1,850,000 for the common schools of 
Georgia for the year 1908, and $2,000,000 
for the year 1909. This appropriation will 
be the total sum received by the schools 
during the year. 

Representative Holder, who has been 
fighting for the common schools for the 
last ten years, made a vigorous speech 
in favor of an- increased appropriation 
for the years 1908 and i909. During 
his term in ‘the state senate he at- 
tempted to get an appropriation of 
$1,000,000, but this was defeated by 
the house. When he became a member 
of the house he again tried to obtain 
$1,000,000, but got only $900,000. 

It was stated by Chairman Murphy 
Candler, of the appropriations commit- 
tee, that last year the schools received 
$1,785,000. This sum was the result of 
the direct appropriation by the legis- 
lature’ and the regular amounts given 
the schools each year ~under existing 
laws. Upon hearing this, the represent- 
ative from Jackson asked that the ap- 
propriation for the year 1908 be $!,850,- 
000, and for the year 1909 increased to 
$2,000,000. 


In taking up the appropriation men- 
tion was made of the loss by the 
schools of $242,000 incurred by the pas- 
sage of the prohibition bill. The ma- 
jority of the committee seemed to think 
this would be made up from the hire of 
convicts. 

Other Recommendations. 

The following recommendations 
appropriations were made by the com- 
mittee: 

Maintenance fund for the Georgta 
School of Technology $60,000, amount 
asked for, $70,000, and the amount ap- 
propfiated last year, $55,000. Industrial 
School at Milledgeville, asked for $35.- 
000, increase of $10,000, received $30,- 
000: $30,000 to the State Normal School 
at Athens. 

The summer school at, Athens receiv- 
ed the usual appropriation of $5,000, 
and the negro school at Savannah $8.,- 
COO: public debt and interest for bonds 
maturing January !, 1908, $100,000 with 
interest, $2,988.08; for bonds maturing 
January 1!, 1909, $100,000 and interest, 
$2,943.08. 

The prison commission was given 
$150,000, an increase of $15,000 Over 
last year; pension commission, $145,000 
for the maimed and disabled confeder- 
ate soldiers, a de@ease of $20,000 from 
last year; $520,000 for aged and indi- 
gent confederate soldiers, an increase 
of $80,000 over last year; $135,000 for 
the widows of soldiers killed in the war 
or who have since died, a decrease of 
$15,000 from last year; $150,000 for in- 
digent widows, an increase of $15,000 
Over last year. The,bill was amended so 
that these sums will be paid quarterly. 
The library of the supreme court and 
court of appeals will receive $8,000; 
State militia, $25,000; servants of tne 
capitol, governor's mansion, engineers, 
porters, etc., $25,000. 

The section in which $200 is appropri- 
ated every year for the state board of 
pharmacists was stricken from the Dill. 
Hereafter neither the state board of 
pharmacists nor the $200 annual ap- 
propriation will- be in existence. 

There was a very large objection 
raised by the majority of the commit- 
tee regarding the printing bill of. the 
state every year. It was stated that 
it amounted approximately to about 
$100,000 per year. Upon motion of Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd, the house will be 
asked to appoint an investigation com- 
mittee to look into the matter and make 
report. 

The committee will meet for the last 
time on Tuesday afternoon, August 6, 
when all minor matters now in an un.- 
settled state will be disposed’ of: The 
report on the ‘dill will be made in the 
house the following morning.

BY COMMISSION 


Recall Clause Added and List 
of Optional Players 
Made, 


Cincinnati, Ohio, August 2.—The National 
baseball commission today gave out the fol- 
lowing notice pertaining league 
players who were sold to minor league clubs 
with options to recall them before August 
25, 1907. The notice is as follows: 

‘‘The National baseball commission has de- 
cided and hereby promulgates a list of all 
major league players who have been sold to 
minor league clubs under agreements sub- 
mitted to and approved by the commission 
containing options held by various major 
league clubs to recall such players on or bee 
fore August 25, 1907." 

The fhotice then gives the list included, in 
which are the following with the price paid: 
National League: Montgomery, J. Baxter, 
$750; by Cincinnati to Atlanta, Jesse Becker, 
500, and William Dyer $700; by Chicago to 
Nashville, Perdue, $1,000; to Montgomery, 
Warren J. Seabright, $750. 

The national commission has decided that 
where a major league club desires to recall 
any player above specified, that it must noti- 
fy the secretary of the commission as well 
the minor league club with which the 
player is now playing on or before August 
94 that it intends to secure its options. It 
must also send to the secretary of the com- 
mission a check for the amount specified for 
each player, which will be forwarded by the 
secretary to the minor league club intereste@ 
In failing to so notify the secretary of the

ANSWERING BISHOP CANDLER 


Editor Constitution: If it be safé and 
Sane to regard Bishop Candlers letter 
as a thermometer, one would guess that 
they are having hot weather in Texas. 
Fortunately we have had rains in Geor- 
gia, followed by a grateful change of 
temperature, consequently I claim no 
credit for keeping cool—no matter how 
warm the bishop may grow. 

In the interview which began our se- 
ries of love letters, Dr. Candler opened 
with this sweet and Christian remark: 
“T know nothing of what mean and low 
down tricks Mr. Watson or Mr. Wat- 
son's memory may be capable.”’ 

My answer to the interview, all of 
which was pitched in the same key as 
the sentence quoted, ignored the bish- 
op’s lack of gentleness and courtesy, 
treated him with that respect due to his 
sacred office and high character. 

Indeed, the bishop himself appeared 
to be sensible of my forbearance, for the 
main part of his second publication in 
your columns exhibited him in the role 
of the benevolent, considerate, good- 
humored man of God. 

Having stroked my tawny scalp-lock 
with paternal itndulgence, the bishop 
seemed to dismiss me from his mind; 
and his thoughts soared off to the Geore- 
gia legislature. Then, having told that 


august body exactly what kind of pro-, 


hibition bill to enact, he dismissed 
everybody in a general benediction of 
“God bless dear old Georgia and all her 
people.’’ 

Evidently I was not included in this 
seemingly universal prayer, for after 
having duly signed the “amnesty act,” 
the bishop added a postscript which 
could have no other meaning than that 
he wanted to convict me of falsehood. 

Most of the friends of the bishop will 
probably agree that this postscript was 
unnecessary and unfortunate. It could 
not possibly illuminate his own position 
in 1896. It had no tendency to prove 
or disprove the proposition under dis- 
cussion—namely, that in voting against 
the prohibition democrat who ran for 
governor On a prohibition platform in 
1696, the bishop had, in that campaign, 
allowed the open saloon to reap the ben- 
efit of his influence. 

No matter how faulty my own record 
may be; no matter how numerous my 
own sins of omission and commission— 
the blots upon my own character or rec- 
ord can remove no blot from the record 
of the bishop. 

Therefore, the adding of his postscript 
could have no possible bearing upon the 
subject matter of the debate, which was 
this: 

Mr. Watson’s Proposition. 

Was my statement in The Jefferson- 
jan a faleshood? 

Dr. Candler aileged that it was; I con- 
tended that it was not. 

My proposition first and last, is mere- 
ly this: Whenever a prohibitionist votes 
againet the prohibition candidate in a 
campaign where prohibition is the jssue, 
the barrooms get the benefit of the in- 
fluence of such voters, in that campaign. 

Dr. Candler’s discontent and warmth 
seein to grow out of the fact that I do 
not give his reasons for talking and 
writing and voting against the prohibi- 
ition candidate in the campaign of 1896. 
He does not deny that he talked and vot- 
ed against the prohihition candidate. 
What he does deny is that the open 
saloon got the benefit in that campaign. 

When I put the plain questionfi asking 
who got the benefit of his influence in 
that campaign, sultry weather sets in 
at Tevarkana, Tex., and a hot wave 
comes pouring over Georgia. 

No wonder. The question strikes home. 
I? transfixes the bishop. A lance going 
right through his body would not more 
injurioualy affect his physical equili- 
brium, than does this simple question 
upset his mental peace. 

Vain to’ talk about populist, 
ies,’ ‘‘capsules,” “follies” and ‘iniquw- 
ties.’ Vain to babble of ‘‘simony,’’ sel- 
fish purposes,’’ and “political machina- 
tions.” These arg the bishop’s reasons 
for voting against a prohibition dem- 
ocrat, running on a prohibition plat- 
form. The reasons, from his point of 
view, are good reasons. I never said 
they were not. Had I believed that the 
populists were as bad a lot as the bishop 
thought they were, I would have  as- 
sailed them as violently as he did my- 
self. I bl@me no man for combating 
what he thinks is wrong. On the con- 
_ trary, I honor him for it and glory in 
his pluck, 

But we should never lose sight of the 
facta. If, in the campaign of i806, I 
had voted against the anti-barroom can- 
didate because he was running with an 
infamous gang, Who merely sought to 
prostitute the holy cause of prohibition 
in the interest of base political purposes, 
I would never deny the necessary con- 
sequences of that vote. 1 would take the 
bull by the horns, and would say: “Yes, 


I did give the barrooms the benefit of 
my influence and my vote. 1 did it 
because in that campaign it was better 
to help the saloons than to help the] 
populists.’"" That is just what you did, 
bishop, and all this splashing of the wa- 
ter will not wash out the fact. 

Mind you, I do not question your mo-' 
tives. From the beginning, your hon- 
esty has been conceded. What I com- 
plain of is that you struggle violently to 
keep from swallowing a neceSsary part 
of your own medicine. 

Here was your prescription in 1896, 
bishop: “The populista, who are‘a bad 
lot, have endorsed for governor a prohi- 
bition democrat. This they have done for 
selfish purposes. To save the state from 
populist vagaries, follies and iniquities I 
will talk, write and vote against the 
prohibition candidate. This will throw 
me with the barroom element, and the 
open saloon wil) get the benefit of my in- 
fluence in this campaign. But it ig a 
choice of evils. I choose the lesser evil 
ef the two.”

No disinterested friend of 
yours wiil say otherwise. Then, why is 
it so hot in Texarkana, Tex.? Make 
haste and come home, bishop; we've had 
rains in dear old Georgia, and the cool 
breezes are just fine.

What friend of his could agék more? 

For the sake of the argument, I have 
admitted that the pops were a bad old 
gang. They were chock full of “vagar- 
ies, follies and inquities.’’ They were 
ready for “simony’’ and other desperate 
practices. Their leaders were men with- 
out principle or character. They were 
enemies to their country—antagonistic to 
the best interests of society. Such men 
ag Judge Hines and Colonel Peek, and 
Major Mct&regor, and Dr. John L. Dur- 
ham, and Genera] Phillips, and Judge 
Edward Anthony, and Joe Potile, and 
Mel Branch, and bernard Suttler, and 
Judge Snead, and Colonel! Joe Blanc, and 
Dr. Raines, and F. D. Wimberly, H. 38. 
Waite, Newt Twitty, W. W. Wilson, Cap- 
tain D. B. Wells, and John H. Taylor 
and John T. Lingo and W. R. Kemp 
and Clarence Ellington and John T. 
West—oh, they were a dreadful bunch! 
“Out with you!” 

And when these conspirators against 
the public weal were joined by such 
dark-minded incendiaries as Walter B. 
Hill, Seaborn Wright, Dr. W. H. Fel- 
ton, William C. Sibley, Thomas H. Tim- 
mons, George D. Stone, Sam Jones, and 
other sanguinary anarchists it was, in- 
deed, high time for Warren Candler to 
cry aloud: ‘Better the defeat of prohi- 
bition than the triumph of such @ pi- 
ratical conglomeration as this!’’ “Out 
with you!” 

| Doesn't Blame Him. 

And I don’t blame him a bit! If I had 
believed, just as he did, that the success 
of the populists meant havoc to the state 
and disaster to the church, I would have 
talked, and voted with the barroom ele- 
ment, aS a choice of evils, just as he did. 

But I never would have been bold 
enough to think that Y could get away 
from the fact that the open saloon 
reaped the benefit of my influence, in 
that campaign. 

And just between you and me and the 
gate post, I think Bishop Candler will 
find ice and snow down there in Tex- 
arkana, Tex, during the month of 
August, before he will ever get 4Wway 
from the fact above stated. 

Dr. Candler makes a side swipe at the 
record of Seaborn Wright. With that lI 
have nothing to do. The dispensary of 
Floyd county was established long af- 
ter 1896. Doubtless it appeared to be 
the best thing of which the local Situ- 
ation would admit. Whether it was or 
not, it throws no light upon Dr. Can- 
dler’s own vote in 1896. 

Neither is it worth while to waste time 
on the Gordon-Calhoun senatorial strug- 
gle. The Farmers’ Alliance, aS an or- 
ganization, took no part in that con- 
test. Certain alliance leaders undertook 
to deliver to Pat Calhoun the votes of 
alliance members of the legislature. Dr. 
Cc. W. Macune sold out to Pat Calhoun, 
and so did Lon Livingston. I can Ppro- 
duce a witness who saw Calhoun pay 
Macune $!,000 in Calhoun’s office. AS 
to Livingston, he did his best to bulldoze 
me into calling off the fight which ! 
was making on the Calhoun candidacy. 
I defied him. No man worked harder 
against the Calhoun business than I 
did, but the bishop, as usual, allows 
me no crdelt. 

The Farmers’ Alliance. as such, did 
not figure in the campaign—though the 
sell-out of Macune and Livingston dealt 
the order a blow from which it never 
recovered. 

As to National Prohibition. 

How the prohibition cause can be in- 
jured by the election of prohibition can- 
didates, I fail to see. Counties elect 
prohibition members of the legislature 
with good results. If the counties can 
do this with good results, why not the 
states? I cannot see how’the election 
of a prohibition candidate for governor 
wuld hurt the cause of prohibition. 

There are sme mighty good men Who 
votegthe national prohibition Wicket. 
They seem to think that the country 
would not be lost if a prohibition candi- 
date were elected president. How Bish- 
op Candler thinks about this, I do not 
know. There was in Thomson a brave, 
consistent Methodist preacher, whom ! 
love and honor, that vted for Swallow 
for president in 1904. Being a @prhibi- 
tionist in principle, this Methodist minis- 
ter voted the natonal prohibition ticket, 
Did Bishop Candler do so? 

Or did he vote ‘for Judge Parker. 
whose campaign was Officially managed 
by Thomas Taggart, the saloon and 
gambling hell keeper?» Tom Taggart, 
who runs barrooms and gambling ta- 
bles, was the official commander-in- 
chief of the Parker campaign. Was 
Bishop Candler one of those prohibi- 
tionists who followed the saloon and 
gambling hell keeper? 

Dr. Candler has much to say about 
safeguarding the churches from con- 
teaminating political influences. He 
says it eloquently—for his command of 
words and thoughts is swperb. Forcibly 
he warns us against partisan politics 
and machinations, 

But did those Methodist ministers who 
talked and voted for William L. Peex. 
James K. Hines and Seaborn Wright do 
the Methodist church any more harm 
than those Methodist ministers who fol- 
lowed Dr. Candler and voted for W. J. 
Northen and W. Y. Atkinsons 

If the sultry atmosphere which réigns 
in Texarkana, Tex., is not altogether 
too oppressive, 1] would like for the 
bishop to give us the answer to that 


question. 
Also to this: Did those Methodist 
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1904 inflict any greater damage upon 
the Methodist church than wag inflicted 
by those Methodist preachers who fol- 
lowed Dr. Candler and voted the ticket 
of Parker and his gambling hell mana- 
ger? 

Partisan politics, indeed! Who ig more 
of a partisan in politics than Brother 
Warren Candler? A man of his powerful 
convictions, masterful nature, and Ppug- 
nacious temperament could no more keep 
out of partisan politics than e dusty 
duck could keep out of coll, accessible 
water. 

Is it possible that the bishop is not 
aware of the fact that he is known 
throughout the state as a partisan of 
the tribe of the stalwarts? Did he not 
smite us old pops, hip and thigh?. In 
almost every campaign where issies are 
important, is not the great infiuence of 
the bishop felt on what he thinks ia the 
right side? Such is my impressionn. 
Good men ought to take part in poli- 
tics. The good men must not allow the 
bad men to rule. Therefore the good 
men must take a hand in politics, and 
make themselves felt on the side of the 
right. They will make their mistakes 
even ag Candler did in 1896, but they 
must keep on trying. 

Why do we now have such an im- 
provemem in the musical services of the 
church? Because the wiser Christians 
got tired of letter the devil have all the 
good music. 

How can better conditions ever be 
brought about in the socia] and ‘political 
relations of men, if the good men do 
[not take part in partisan politics? Bad 
men are not going to do the good work; 
who is to do it, then, if the good men 
remain passive? 

The Anti-Lawyer Crusade. 

The bishop says: ‘To what lengths 
will not a politician go?’’ Then he re- 
peatg the old story of my abandoning 
the practice of. law and disposing of 
my books “to make fair weather with 
& wave of anti-lawyer sentiment.’’ The 
bishop's metaphors are mixed, tut his 
animus is plain enough. 

There was no wave of antidawyer sen- 
timent among the farmers who were first 
alliancemen and then populists. Their 
leaderg were almost all lawyers. Their 
most popular orators were lawyers. 
Their candidates for congress were near- 
ly all lawyers. It was not until after 
I was elected to congress, by an unprec- 
edented majority, that I closed my law 
office, sold my Georgia Reports, gave 
away to a dear friend my text-booxks, 
resolving to devote my@elf to congres- 
sional duties with all my mind and heart. 
So sure was I of keeping my place in 
the confidence of the tenth congressional 
district that I bought me a little, narrow 
slice of a house in Washington, so that 
I might be out of the hurly-burly of hotel 
life and could pursue my work and my 
studies in quiet. 

Ah, bishop, I was a younger man then, 
and had my dreams. From a boy I had 
looked forward to the time when I should 
have earned enough money at the bar 
to support me in comfort, so that I might 
be independent and could follow my in- 
orn craving for public iHfe. In 1889, it 
seemed that the time had come for me 
to realize the dreams of my boyhood. 
Therefore, without any “theatrical out- 
pouring of contempt upon the profes- 
sion,” among whose members stood many 
of my most ardent friends, 1 left the 
practice, simply in the spirit of him who 
lays down one job to take wp another. 
My error consisted in the belief that 
I could hold my place in congress. In 
all my calculations for the future, I ad- 
mit one blunder—a very stupid and fatal 
blunder. I did not allow for the poss!- 
bility that the majority vote of the peo- 
ple might be taken away from them, 
by those who held the election machinery 
in the city of Augusta. 

The last time I ever talked with the 
late evangelist, @am Jones, he said to 
me, ‘‘Watson, they'll count you out.” 

So little did I anticipate anything of 
the kind that I scoffed at the shrewder 
man’s warning. He was right. and it 
was not long before I had to go back 
to the court house to earn a living. 

Says the bishop: ‘‘Let us beware of 
the prohibitionist who jumpg to the 
front on a spectacular occasion.” 

Yes, let us beware of him. He's a bad 
egg. Such a prohibitionist must De 
drenched on Coco-Cola, at the rate of 
ten .or fifteen glasses per day, so that 
his nerves will become steady, and he 
will not do any spectacular jumping. 
To make temperance speeches with Dr. 
Cofer in 1875; to conduct a newspaper 
controversy with two of the strongest 
writers on the other side, when prohi- 
bition “was being agitated in McDuffie 
county nearly thirty years ago; to sup- 
port Henry Roney when made the 
first winning fight against whisky in 
McDuffie county; to help pass the leg- 
islative act under which more than two- 
thirds of the counties in Georgia have 
driven out the saloons; to make the first 
assault upon the congressional barroom, 
when to do so roused the hottest wrath 
on both sides of the house—al!l this, and 
more, is nothing. It was “grandstand 
play.’ It was done for political effect. 
A selfish aim and the iack of conviction 


tainted it all. 

Ah, bishop! Is your Christian charity 
confined to the giving of money out of 
the purse, and to the relaxing of the 
grip upon lands and tenements? Is it 
your rule to judge others as harshly as 
you have judged me? I would have to 
have some conclusive evidence, some- 
thing that left no doubt in my mind, 
before I—holding the great office of 
bishop would gqeliberately charge, or in- 
timate, that one who has no office and 
is seeking none, has been actuated by 
ignoble motives in every blow that he 
has ever struck for reform, 

God, in His infinite mercy, pity the 
man who is so wicked and so false as 
you would have it believed that I am. 

“Grandstand play’ at Washington? 
Why, bishop, you forget the facts. A 
book which I had published made geter- 
ence to drunkenness in congress, and 
to its immediate source, the congres- 
sional] barroom. I said nothing about 
the matter on the floor of the house, 
at all. It was not until General Wheeler 
read from the book and denounced me, 
that I was forced to defend myself. He 
accused me, bishop, as you have done— 
of bringing false charges. 

What would you have done, if you had 
been in my place, bishop? 

Would you not have defended your- 
self, and reiterated what you knew to 
be the truth? 

In doing so, would your stand for the 
right have been fairly and justly de- 
scribed as a ‘grandstand play?’ 

Really Bishop, your allusion to that 
episode which Was a trying one to me, 
is so scornful, so contemptuous, that 


I fear your sympathies were not with 
| : es 
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me in that struggle, any 
they were in !806. 

Letter for Prohibition, 
A Methodist minister whose friend- | 
ship is precious to me, was on the | 
cars a few days ago, on his way to 
Atlanta to help in the prohibition 
fight. He happened to mention Mc- 
Duffie county. A man on the train ex- 
claimed: “That’s Tom Watson's county. 
About ten years ago we had a prohi- 
bition campaign in my county, and it 
was a letter from Tom Watson,: type- 
written on one page of paper that car- 
ried the day for prohibition. 

Such things, I have done so often that 
I ao not even recall the incident to 
which this unknown friend alluded. If 
I thought it was worth while to do 
80, I would lengthen the record with 
much more of the sdme kind. 

The bishg@p dwells again on the 
Hawes-Stovall race in 1884. Perhaps a 
simple relation of the facts may be 
in order. 

We had a hot local contest in the 
year when Mr. Roney ran on the pro- 
hibition ticket. Whether that contest 
was in Judge Roney’s first race opr 
second is wholly immaterial. The im- 
portant point is that we got prohi- 
bition for McDuffie county, in the 
election of 1864. Whether we got it 
four years before or six years before, 
ig a matter of no conseauence, in this 
connection. In the winter of i881-2 [ 
had the misfortune to become in- 
volved in a personal difficulty with 
the late Colonel W. D. Tutt. Owing to 
circumstances which need not be de- 
tailed here, I wag threatened with ruin. 
As much as an appeal against what 
seemed to be a general condemnation 
as anything else, I become a candl- 
Gate for the legislature. 

The struggle which followed was 
fierce. The county was torn up—split 
all to pieces. Feeling was _ intense. 
First one candidate and then a sec- 
ond, was put in the field against me. 
Thus I was forced to make practically 
two campaigns. They literally wore me 
out. My practice suffered so much, and 
my debts had become so pressing, that 
I made up my mind to let pol{tics 
alone for a while. 

At the end of my term in the legis- 
lature, I virtually had to start life 
over. If everything I possessed had 
been put up and sold, the proceeds 
would not have more than paid my 
debts. 

McDuffie county already had the 
prohibition law, and I did not doubt 
that Mr. Stovall’s effort to secure au- 
thority to repeal it would fail. Nobody 
asked me to make any speech or write 
any article. So far as Dr. Candler’s 
Speeches are concerned, my recollection 
is thgt he and other preachers were 
aSked to hold forth on _ prohibition 
from their pulpits, or that they did 
so. I can not recall that there was any 
serieg of mass meetings of the usual 
sort, 

My recollection is that Stovall's defeat 
was generally predicted after his an- 
nouncement against our prohibition law. 
I remember a saying that was current 
at the time, to-wit: “George Stoval! has 
allowed Jordan White to ruin his cam- 
paign.”’ It was understood that Mr. Sto- 
val] had injected this issue in the cam- 
paign at the instance of Mr. White. 

It frequently happens that a candidate, 
and the family and a oalose friend of the 
candidate, are disappointed by the at- 
titude of those who say when approach- 
ed: “I am not taking any part’’—mean- 
ing, of course, active part. The candi- 
date and his immediate supporters may 
take this ill, and may construe it in a 
way not meant. So it might happen that 
the candidate might say of So and So: 
“He is not giving me his support,”’ mean- 
ing that he is not actively at work. 

The voter, of course, is the best judge 
of the propriety of his own course of 
action; and has a right to exercise his 
judgment as to the necessity of ac- 
tivity.

Work for Prohibition. 


We often go quietly to the polls and 
vote our preference, when we had not 
made speeches, written cards, or taken 
part in futile sidewalk wrangles. Some 
times we want peace—especially after a 
storm. £ had had just as much of lo- 
cal politica] fighting as I had any stom- 
ach for at that time; and it seemed to mt 
the part of wisdom to let wel! enough 
alone. After the White Oak camp- 
meeting, in the summer of 1884, it was 
Plain enough that Stovall’s goose was 
cooked. 

Not only in that election did I vote to 
sustain our prohibition law in McDuffie, 
but have done so on all subsequent oc- 
casions. When Mr. Guy Calloway made 
his race in 1904 to repeal the prohibi- 
tory act, and bring in the dispensary, I 
not only supported Mr. Matt Gross, who 


{favored prohibition, but 


managed his 
campaign when he was absent from 
Thomson. 

There was great danger to the law in 
1902, for the reason that the Southern 
Express Company was bringing so many 
jugs into the county that many of the 
prohibitionists became discouraged. We 
had a public meeting at the academy, 
and I was one of those who addressed it, 
advocating the further effort to enforce 
the law. I advised that we raise money 
to employ detectives and to pay rewards 
for the conviction of blind tigers: and 
my wife, my daughter, and myself were 
liberal contributors to the fund. 

If the bishop had read more carefully 
the cards signed, respectively, John T. 
West and E£. Ww. Hawes, he would not 
have said that my statement concerning 
the vote of 1884 was “denied by those 
who claim to know.” Neither of those 
gentlemen say that I dia not vote. Close- 
ly read, both cards can he accounted for 
by allowing for a natura] misunderstand- 
ing, growing out my alleged use of the 
words, “Am taking no part,” or “took 
no part."’ Neither of those gentlemen 
say that I did not vote. 

Is it not a remarkable thing that Bish. 
op Candler should harp so much upon 
the merit of his conduct in going to 
McDuffie ceunty to preach against the 
Darrooms in 1884? Is it not unusual for 
a minister of the gospel to claim so mucn 
credit for work which is in the Itne of 
his duty? JI venture to say that theer 
are thousands of preachers, throughout 
the country, who have preached and 
written against the Mquor traffic without 
ever. a thought that they had done any- 
thing extraordinary. 

Yet Bishop Candler is wonderfully tm- 
the cars from Augusta to Thomson—a 
pressed with the fact that in riding on 
digtance of 37 miles—to preach in favor 
of prohidition he did a heroic service 
that entities him to everylasting and 
exceptional honor. 

“I spoke and I wrote,” gays the bish- 
op. Of course he did. That was his 
line of work and duty. Warren Candler 
was always a good talker and a good 


writer, and there was never any diffi- 


culty in getting him to talk and write. 
Juet between us, girls, there are few 
people who are fonder of seeing their 
names in print than Warren Candler. 

Now, in 1884, here was a young preach- 
er who, being human, had his natural 
ambition. It was honorable ambition, of 
course. He wanted to “get on.” How 
could he “get on” without making good 
use of opportunities to impress the world 
with his genius, his eloquence, his 
power? 

There may not have been in his eyes, 
at that time, the vision of a bishopric, 
byt in a general way Brother Warren 
wanted “te get on.” 
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taion which was to bear him upward 


and onward. 

And now from the pinnacle cf a bish- 
opric, this successful man who has al- 
ways been snugly berthed, or securely 
anchored, turns upon me with self- 
righteous scorn, misjudges every part 
of the record, denies me the common 
merit of ordinary sincerity, attributes 
conduct apparently meritorius to the 
basest motives, banishes me from the 
company of those who have tried to do 
something for humanity and leaves it to 
be inferred that had it not been for 
him my “tricks and machinations” 
would have hurried dear oki Georgia to 
perdition. 

Yet—haten, my countrymen !—*this 
preacher who claims so much for ser- 
mons and letters in 1884; this preach- 
er who holds a young lawyer to ridicule 
and contempt because he did not write 
and speak in 1884. deliberfely refuses 
to give credit to the young lawyer who, 
had at least four years previously talked 
and written for prohibition in McDuffie 
county and had helped in every way to 
create the very sentiment to which War- 
ren 
years iater. 

The files of The MoDuffie Journal 
prove this. If those files are missing, 
my own scrapbook will supply the proof. 

The Preacher and she Lawyer. 


The preacher persisténtly railg at the 
young lawyer, claiming immense credit 
to himself for having done easy work 
that was in the line of his duty—work 
which a thousand other Methoaist 
mreachers have done without claiming 
any special credit whatever: yet the rec. 
ord shows that the young lawyer had 
already done, several years earlier, the 
work which helped to give McDuffie a 
prohibition law that was already on the 
Statute book when Warren Candler, with 
heroic daring, came into the county to 
preach in favor of the law! 

All honor and glory to Candler—no 
word of kindness for Watson. 

All nobility of purpose was Candler’s— 
none of it actuated Watson: 

The unselfishness and spirit of conse- 
cration were Candler’s—Watson was 
ever intent upon “‘grandstand plays and 
political profit-taking."’ 

This is so because Brother Candler vir- 
tually says so himself. And, of course, 
what Brother Candler says goes—‘You 
hear i?’’ 

Loftily domiciled in a bishopric, the 
preacher who knew how to ‘‘get on” 
looks superciliously down upon the of- 
ficeless Watson, and says, with a cruel 
sneer: 

“You were not sincere,.as I was. You 
never risked anything or incurred mar- 
tyrdom, as I did. You espoused no un- 
popular causes ten years too soon, as 
I did. You never suffered in lonelinesg 
and sadness long years Ofg unjust iso- 
lation and persecution for opinion’s sake 
—as I did. Hence you are unclean. Out 
with you.” 

God give us patience! 
to the bishop: 

‘You also are a Good Samaritan, and 
you have poured oil into a _ stricken 
brother’s wounds, but it was Me oi) of 
vitriol.”’ 

The bishop says that in the campaign 
which resulted in driving the open sa- 
loon out of McDuffie county “there was 
no room for stage-playing or political 
profit-taking.’’ He then asks why I did 
not speak out then? Why I did net 
write articles then? 

Well, that is 

bishop. 
I did my ehare of the jaw-work, and 
1 had a newspaper controversy. I wrote 
for prohibition, against the very able 
Colonel W. D. Tutt, and another writer, 
who signed himself “Juntus,’’ and who 
was supposed to be Mrs John Stockton, 
one of the former editors of The. Au- 
gusta Chronicle. 

So you see, bishop, that in my case 
you are disposed to be rather too severe, 
too uncharitable and too ready to sus- 
pect improper motives. You aseail me 
before making sure of your facts; and 
then, when I try to put you right, you 
refuse to believe me. 

Looking back upon these age-worn ar- 
ticles in my scrap-book, and remember- 
ing that I, a mere tyro in discussion, 
managed to come out fairly well in a 
tilt with two veterans like Colonel Bill 
Tutt and Mr. John Stockton, I am fully 
as proud of that record, of about thirty 
years ago, aS you Bay you are of your 
record of 1!896. 

Dr. Candler, 


Let us only say 


just what I did do, 


addressing his fellow 
churchmen, says: ‘You owe the politi- 
clans nothing. You would have won 
your victory earlier but for some of their 
doings.’’ 

Who are these politicians, to whom the 
prohibitionists “‘“‘owe nothing?’’ Does the 
state of Georgia owe nothing to Seaborn 
Wright? Nothing to Judge W. A. Cov- 
ington, nothing to Dr. L. G. Hardman? 
Nothing to Graves? Nothing to the bril- 
liant young cartoonist and writer, Gor- 
(on Nye? Does Bishop Candler know 
so little of the people of Georgia as to 
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think that at the wave of his imperial 
hand they will deny credit and honor to 
those who have fairly won their spurs? 
He mentions Henry Grady—has he words 
of praise for none but the dead? Is a 
flower never to be offered to the living? 
is no smile of approval, no word of rec- 
ognition and appreciation, ever to warm 
he heart and clieer the soul of the fight- 
er while he fights? 

“You would have won your victory 
earlier but for some of their doings.” 
Yes, we would have won the _ victory 
eleven years earlier had !t not been for 
those good honest prohfbitionists who 
bolted the track In 1896. 

When the heat moderates in Texar- 
kana, Tex., I want .Dr. Candler to wipé 
his’ marble brow real dry, and tell us 
why a prohibition law, secured under 
the leadership of Seaborn Wright in 
1896, would not have been just as good 
for the “sacred cause’’as the prohibition 
law secured under the lead of Seaborn 
Wright in 1907. I don’t expect the 
bishop to do this now, for it is too hot— 
not in Georgia, but in Texarkana, Tex. 

Who Got the Benefit. 

Who got the benefit of the bishop's in- 
fluence in 1896? 

Here is his answer: 

“The cause of non-partisan and non- 
personal prohibition, a cause too sacred 
to be prostituted to partisan ends, and 
too holy to be used for the selfish pur- 
poses of personal ambition.”’ 

If I had been a bishop, and a prohibi- 
tionist, and had talked and voted for 
Bill Atkinson, in that campaign, I have 
no idea that I could have conjured up 
such a lovely array of blessed words to 
conceal the true nature of my act. There 
is something delictously comica] in the 
use of all these unctious, self-righteous, 
self-complacent termsin connection with 
a vote for Bill Atkinson.

WOULD CHANGE 
COURT SYSTEM 


Senator Peacock’s Bill Gives 
Every County a Superior 
Court Judge. 


A 

Senator Z. V. Peacock, of the |4th die- 
trict, is preparing a bill, which he ex- 
pects to introduce early next week. This 
bill, if enacted into a law, will com- 
pietely change the present system of 
courts in the state. 

The bill provides that all city and 
‘Ounty courts shall be abolished, and 
that the number of judicial circuits be 
increased to the numiber of counties in 
the state, so that each county wil] com- 
pose a circull with a judge and solicitor 
elected by the people. 

His pian is to have tie supefior courts 
to operate somewhat upon the plan of 
the present .city courts with an addi- 
tional provision that two grand jury 
sessions be held each year, that month- 
ly sessions be held without juries, that 
quarterly sessions be he!d with juries, 
and that the court be Kept open al] the 
time for chamber’s work, motions, cer- 
tioraris, etc. — 

The Bill for a uniform 
practice in the courts, and that the 
judges be paid by the counties, the 
amount of the salaries ¢o be recommend- 
ed by the grand juries 

Other provisions are that in smaller 
counties where the business of one 
county wilf not justify a circuit, two or 
more such counties may unite to form a 
circuit upon a joint recommendation of 
the grand juries of the counties, and 
that in case one county is too large, and 
the work too much for one judge. then 
two judges may be employed io carry 
on the business of saig county,

“You haven't the slightest idea how 
many people have been down here today 
to look the old Texas over. It would be 
impossible for me to give you even an 
estimate. So numerous and so frequent 
have been the observers that I found it 
necéssary to place one of the gatekeep- 
ers alongside the old machine to point 
it out to the visitors in order to keep 
them from calling at my office with 
their requests. Men, women and chil- 
dren have been here: Men tottering 
upon the verge of the grave, and women 
who gave husbands, sons and brothers to 
the cause in which the old locomotive 
played so important and interesting part 
—and children just old enough to read. 
Interested, charmed, enchanted, I may 
Say, were many of the visitors. Men 
who wore the blue in those stirring days 
came—arms locked with the hero of the 


looked upon that old machine which fig- 
ured so emphatically in the lives and 
fortunes of each way back In the spring- 
time of sixty-two.’’ 

It was Lamar Collier, master machin- 
ist of the state road, who was talking 
as Staff Photographer Nelson was mak- 
ing ready for a camera shot at the loco- 
motive, which, in its earlier life, had 
been shot at by the best of Sherman's 
sharpshooters. 

The picture was made, and as Mr. Col- 
lier moved aside, turning to take another 
look at the engine upon which he had 
hit Hcks while serving his apprentice- 
ship, he said: 

Ignorance in Abundance. 

“An observation of the visitors was 
interesting. Also were some of the pass- 
ing remarks. Especially was I struck 
with the great ignorance displayed. Nat- 
urally I thought every school child in 
the country knew that old story by 
heart. But not so. Men with white 
hair, women whose locks were tinged 
with the winters of years wanted to 
hear the whole story. Some had heard 
of the General. Many frankly admitted 
they did not know any thing of the 
events, and asked where the story might 
be found in its detail. Lois of those 
who had heard of the General had never 
heard a word of the Texas—God bless 
that old hulk, and were not inclined to 
leave until the old, old narrative was 
told over again and again. I saw strong, 
hale men and women advanced in years 
walk around that old scrap heap wiping 
tears from their eves. One old lady 
stood beside the tender and cried and as 
though to excuse her display of feel- 
ings, sald: 

“"T had a son killed in chasing after 
those raiders that afternoon shortly aft- 
er the yankees had left the General and 
taken to the woods.’ 

“But to my way of thinking from that 
good woman, she lives right here in At- 
lanta, and her family name is well 
known, no explanations were necessary. 
All during the morning my telephones 
have been busy with requests for infor- 
mation. Out-of-town people have called 
up to know if there wasn't some way to 
save the machine. &trange ‘ may 
seem, no few of the information hunt- 
ers volunteered the dQeclaration that 
they were on the other side during that 
great struggle. Many offers of money 
were made. Many suggestions .were 
made. But ‘the trend of it all was an 
expressed desire to save that old en- 
gine: 

““Don't let it go to the scrap heap, 
please, if you can help it,’ was the bur- 
den of the requests, supplications, I may 
say. 

“In fact, I know of nothing, of no 
event that has aroused the people of 
this section as has the story-telling of 
the probable destruction of the Texas. S$: 
has convinced me that patriotism, hero 
worship and such like are not dead in 
this country, and has made me _ prouder 
than ever of the fact that I am a Geor- 
gian, that I am an American citizen.”

CONTRACTS SIGNED BY ROAD 


Central of Georgia Ralilroad Has 
Signed Contracts for Electric 
Power for Its Shops at 
Columbus, Macon and 
Savannah.

Columbus, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
The Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany will electrically equip its shops in 
Columbus, having just signed a contract 
with the Columbus Power Company for 
the necessary electric current. The Cen- 
tral seems to be adopting electricity as 
its standard power for shops, as it has 
awarded a contract for an electrical in- 
Stallation in fts Savannah shops, and 
the road’s new $1,000,000 shops now be- 
ing built at Macon will also be driven 
by the same subtle power. 

Electricity is very rapidly displacing 
steam in Columbus, and the action of 
the Central in deciding upon an electri- 
cal installation for its shops here is but 
In line with the general policy. Only a 
few weeks ago a big fertilizer factory 
in this city dispensed with its steam 
plant, signing a contract with the Co- 
lumbus Power Company for nearly 500 
horse-power of electric energy. A few 
years ago not a single cotton mill in 
Columbus was electrically driven: now 
nine cotton and clothing factories here 
are operated by that form of power. 
Practically all new manufacturing plants 
that are being established here are using 
electric power. It is said that several 
of the older industrial enterprises here 
that are still ciinging to steam are very 
seriously considering the advisability of 
electrical installations.
